WASHINGTON —f/P)— Seven gov- 


ernors from oil producing stales pro- 
lesled lo President Roosevelt Tues- 
day against the Cole bill for federal 
regulation of petroleum production. 


They previously had assailed the 


measure before a congressional com- 
mittee. Governor Leon C. Phillips, oJ 
Oklahoma, chairman of the Intel-stale 
Oil Compact, Commission, said Ihe 
president asked questions and "we 
told him why wo are against the bill." 


"I don't know as he is backing it,' 


Phillips said, "I doubt it." 


Phillips said the stale executives 


did not ask Mr. Roosevelt lo pass 
on the bill and that he had not done 
so. 


Governor Payne Ratner of Kansas, 


said he asked the president whethei 
he had read the bill, and when the 
answer was in the negative, he sug- 
gested that the chief executive read 
not only the measure but the com- 
mittee testimony. Mr. Roosevelt said

of the board of supervisors, Terrc 
Rotige-Bodcaw Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricl, expressed hope that the senate 
will vole necessary increases in the 
agriculture department supply bill 
when it reaches that body. 


It is Mr. Lewallen's belief lhal if 


Ihe senate will adopt the increases, the 
house will be almost sure to agree to 
them. 


The proposal to boost me appropria- 


tion of the soil conservation service 
was beaten by only four voles. 


The agriculture department supply 


bill which includes funds for the Soil 
Conservation service as passed by the 
house called for a $3,500,000 reduction 
in expenditures for Ihe Soil Conser- 
vation Service and land use programs. 


Mr. Lewallen staled that the pro- 


posed reduction in Soil Conservation 
Service funds will seriously handicap 
the Soil Conservation District pro- 
gram in Arkansas of which the Torre 
Rouge Bodcaw Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, in Hempstead, Nevada and La- 
fayette counties are an integral part. 


The funds that were supplied by last 


year's appropriation were barely ade- 
quate for extension operations, Mr. 
Lewallen stated. 


Mr. Lewallen indicated thai, there 


was one optimistic phase of the fight 
for the farm bill increase in congress. 
Every Arkansas representative wont 
down the line fighting for an increase 
in the Soil Conservation Service ap- 
propriation, be said. 


He urges everyone in position to do 


so to express appreciation to Arkan- 
sas congressmen and senators for the 
fiehl trey are making for the farm 
bill. It is his sincere hope that the 
reductions as proposed 
will be re- 


stored to Ihe bill.

The story of the fatal Missouri Pa- 


cific wreck at Nashville May 18, 1937, 
was reported that day by staff cor- 
respondents of The Star who went to 
Nashville early in the morning for 
this newspaper and the Associated 
Pi-ess.
